Massachusetts Senator Points Chit 


Section of Defensive Treaty With

Washington, July 25 —An attack on 


President Wilson's course in con- 
cluding peace iras renewed from a 
new quarter. 


The storm center of the assault 


was a section of the defensive treaty 
with France which published texts 
have shown to provide that it must 
oe presented for senate ratification 
"at the same time" as the treaty with 
Germany. The latter was submitted 
fno weeks ago, the former, brought 
back from Paris oy the "president, still 
is in his possession.

man Lodge of the foreign relations

.-Mississippi, Democrat, of the com-

Later Chairman Lodge presented a

"respectfully request" that the treaty 
be submitted ao that the senate could 
consider it "in connection with th* 
treaty of peace with Germany."
